T may be obferved, that every oppret- 
five law that was ever made, and eve- 

ry jobbing bill that was ever brought into 
this houfe, was at firft introduced under 
the fpecious pretence of redrefling fome 
gaa. or preventing, for the future, 
ome publick mifchief; and when this 
bill is duly confidered, | am afraid it will 
appear to be one of this fort. ‘The great 
facility that thieves and highwaymen mect 
with in difpofing of their flolen goods, is, 

I fhall grant, a publick mifchict, which 

ought, if poflible, to be prevented ; and I 

fhall kewife grant, that the high intereit 

which pawnbrokers find themfelves oblt- 
ged to take, is a grievance upon the poor, 
which ought to be remedied. But if this 
bill, as it now flands, be paffed into a law, 

I am convinced it will, by experience, be

both the mifchief and the grievance, oF 
to have produced no effect at al!, except 

that of changing the name pawnbrcdrr 10- 


to banker. 
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When I firft read the bill, Sir, I was a- 
farmed till to the latt claule; be- 
caufe I plainly faw, that by the preceed- 
ing claules a final end would be put to the 
trade called which have 
always thoughe not only convenient, but 
in many cafes absolutely neceffary for che 
fupport of the poor. But when I came 
to the lait claule, tt put an end to my a- 
larm; for if you except bankers, no man 
will take out a licence as a pawnbroker:

Vo papers, efpecially that 
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journal of vice and villany called The of 
fions paper. ‘The increafe of thieves and 
robbers has in all ages been a complaint ; 
but never, I believe, with more reafon 
than of late years in this capital. ‘They 
are now grown fo numerous and {o daring, 
that in the night-time there is no fafety 
in our ftreets, and but very little in our 
houfes. What can be the reafon of this? 
Sir, there may be feveral reafons; but 
one of the chief, 1 believe, is founded up- 
on the great increafe of pawnbrokers of 
late years in and about the cities of Lon- 
don and Weftminfter. Jt is an old faying, 
and a true one, /f there were no receivers, 
there would be no thieves: but the pawn- 
broker, in the manner the trade is now 
carried on, is in fome meature by protef- 
fiona receiver. Aman who fets up, and 
is known to lend money upon goods, with- 
out any inquiry into the property of the 
goods, or into the name or character of 
the perfon that brings them to pawn, pu- 
blithes, as it were, to all thicves and rob- 
bers, Here you may bring your flolem goods: 
Here you foall have ready money for them 
avithout any inquiry. ‘Thefe people, 
true, run a rifk of lofing the money they 
lend upon fuch goods; becaufe, if they 
be cifcovered in their fhops or warehoules, 
they muft reftore them to the right own- 
er, without any reimburfement of what 
they lent. ‘This may make fome of them 
a little cautious, and ready to flop fufpi- 
cious perfons: but the manner in which 
they carry on their trade, makes it impof- 
fible for them to prevent fuch impofitions 5 
becaufe they daily lend money to perions 
unknown, and thieves are generaily as 
well drefled, and have perhaps as much 
honefty in their countenance, as mott of 
thofe that frequent fuch rendezvoules of 
diltrefs. 

But, Sir, it is not in this way only that 
the property of private men is rendered 
infecure by the prefent method of pawn- 
broking. Apprentices and fervants are 
often brought into diftrefs by their vices $ 
and the eafy accefs they have to money 
upon goods at every pawnbroker’s with- 
out any inquiry, tempts them to Carry 
their mafter'’s goods thither, in order to re- 
lieve them from their diftrefs, or to fatif- 
fy their prefent — appetites. Jour- 
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nevmen too, who work at their own lod- 

ping, as the journeymen in moit trades 
Go, elpecially thofe who work on gold 

filver, or jewels, are often tempied, by the 
ealy accels they have to money at a pawne 
broker's, to pawn the goods they are in- 
truited with by thole who employ them.

‘o lend money upon goods privately, 
¢ would be perfons that would fet up 
te purchaters of all forts of fecond-hand 
cod, among fuch, thieves would al- 
hod fome perfons that would be rea- 
purchafe, without afking queitions 
they came by the goods offered to 
We have now, and mult alwavs 
great number of brokers or dealers 
-hand goods ; and among thefe, 
convinced, there are many who are 
> to give themfelves the trouble of 
many queitions, when they find 
¢ like to get a cheap bargain. A- 
thete it is more reafonable to fup- 
‘hat thieves find receivers, than a- 
piwobrokers; for two very obvi- 
ns; becaufe a thief may always 
re ready money by the abfolate fale 
tolen goods, than he can get by 
them; and becaufe a broker, 
makes an abfolute purchafe, is Rot in 
nger of having the goods difco- 
‘N his potteffion, as a pawnbroker, 
‘axes them in pledge. The latter 
“eep the goods by him for a twelve- 
th at lealt, becaufe within that time 
Ob iged to rettore them, upon pay- 
“! the money borrowed upon them, 
itereit; whereas the former, if he 
~~ pects the goods to be ftolen, he may 
“ay put them a-thip-board, and fend 
I to be difpoted of abroad: which is 
realon why ftolen goods are of- 
‘wand up the poficilion of pawnbro- 
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kers than any other receivers; becaul® 
they recewe them ignorantly, and keep 
them openly in their warehoufe, in hopes 
that the pledger will come and redeem 
them; whereas a purchafer, if he but 
fufpects the goods to be tlolen, takes care 
to conceal them till he finds an oppertu- 

nity to fend them to a foreign market. 
For the fame reafon, Sir, pawnbrokers 
mutt be more cautious of receiving folen 
goods, than brokers, or dealers in buying 
and felling fecond-hand goods; ard ac- 
cordingly we find more thieves tlope and 
apprehended by pawnbrokers, than by 
thofe of any other trade whatfoever, not- 
withftanding the rifk a pawnbroker runs 
of being fued, and put to a great expence, 
in cafe he happens to flop an innocent 
perfon. If it were not forthisnifk, Tain 
perfuaded, all our pawnbrokers would be 
fo diligent, and fo ready to flop fulpected 
perfons oftering to pawn goods with then, 
that no thief, nor any one concerned with 
a thief, would ever apply to thein for pet- 
ting moncy any thing they had 
Therefore, if you intend to make any law 
for more efiectually preventing its being 
in the power of thieves to raife money 
upon their flolen goods, inftead of putting 
an end to pawnbroking, which ts fo 
ful to the poor, you thould make a law 
for enabling pawnbrokers, and indeed all 
other fhop or warehoule keepers, to top 
fuipected perfons who offer any goods to 
pawn or fale, till they give a fatisfoctury 
account of themielves. If you thould do 
this, it wouk! be dangerous for thieves to 
offer their flolen goods to any but fuch as 
they know to be receivers and purchalers 
of tlolen goods ; and as thieves are pene- 
rally, when taken, very apt to impeach 
their accomplices, fue iy receivers would 
probably ia a sort ume meet with a duc 

reward, 

This, Sir, is, in my opinion, the moft 
roper method for putting an end to, o¢ 
at leait for leflening the evil which now 
made a pretence for putting an end to the 
bufinefs of pawnbroking ; but I thnk f 
have flewn, that pawnbicking 1s neither 
the caufe of the evil complained of, nor 
would the evil be removed or leflened by 
putting an end to that buliness and as to 
the weisplawons which apprenlices, jour- 
2 ney mae 
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neymen, and fervants are led into by the 
ealy accels they have to money at a pawn- 
broker's, upon pledging their matter’s 
goods; can we imagine that alehoules, 
ginthops, and other places, which thrive 
by their indulging their vitious courtes, 
would not let them have maney, or what 
clic they might want, upon leaving fuch 
things in their hands as a fecurity ? This 
could not be prevented by the bill now un- 
der our confideration ; becaufe the perfon 
taking {uch goods as a fecurity for the 
payment of his bill, could not be called 
pawabroking. Nay, even if be lent mo- 
ney upon fuch a fecurity at a high inte- 
rcit, it would be impoflible to prove it fo 
as to fubject him to the penalty ;_ becaule, 
if challenged, he would iniift upon his ha- 
ving mace an ablolute purchafe; and he 
would take care, when he received the 
goods, that no one should be prefent to 
prove the contrary: he might even be fo 
Cautious as to have the goods openly deli- 
vered to him by way of bargain and fale ; 
in which cale he might always have wit- 
nefles ready to prove, that he had fairly 
bought them: and in that cafe, the true 
owner would be a greater lofer, than if his 
fervant hac pawned them at a pawnbro- 
ker's; for goods are never pawned for 
near the full yalue, and the mafter may 
have them returned, upon paying the prin- 
cipal and anterett, 1 mean legal intereft ;

This inconvenience, Sir, came under 
the confideration of this houfe, | think ir 
Was in the year 1731, upon a petition 
from the city of London againit the Cha- 
ritable corporation; and many Gentle- 
men then thought it necefiary to pats a 
law for impowering pawnbrokers, and all 
fuch as fhould lend money upon pledge of 
goods, to take more than legal intereit. 
A bill was accordingly brought in, by 
which, if I remember, it was propofed to 
admit of an interelt of 30 per cent. being 
taken upon all fums lent upon goods not 
exceeding the fum of five fhillings, and 
the intereft admitted to be taken, dimi- 
nifhed gradually as the fum to be lent in- 
creafed. What objeftions were thea 
made againit paffing fuch a bill into a 
law, I cannot recoileét; but 1 was then, 
and am ftill fafpicious, that private rea- 
fons operated more than thofe that were 
made publick, in defeating that bill; for 
am {till of opinion, that the bil was a 
good bill, and that it would be night to 
allow people who fet up the bulinels of 
lending money upon goods, to take more 
than legal intereft, and more upon fimall 
fums than upon thole that are larger.

If the defign of the late treaty between 
the courts of Berlin and Sweden be fuch 
as is reprefented by the accounts from Pe- 
terfburg, it mult be evident, that his 
Prussian Majetty is not fo favourably 
difpofed to the Emprefs Queen and hee 
allies as has been given out, fince 1t would 
plainly tend to prevent any {accours 
coming to them from Ruflia. It 1s not 
eafy to judge what are the intentions cf 
that monarch till they be feen in their 
effects. ‘Tho’ the Saxons have aCtually 
raifed the million of crowns which their 
fovereizn was to pay him, and he has 
made a freth declaration of his difpofition 
to live in friendfhip with that electorate, 


yet it appears, that the court of Dieidenam 
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is not gaite eafy with refpect to his war- 
hike preparations. Ie is affured, that the 
camp which the Prafiian troops are order- 
ed to torm between Leipick and Halle, 
gives them preat umbrage; and that this 
has hitherto prevented the march of the 
So xon auxilianes into the Low Countries, 
which have been ofcen talked of, and e- 
ven faidto have been a¢tually in motion,

They write from Maprip, that there

The Frencn continued to fend fuch 
{mall {upplies of money, arms, ammuni- 
tion, and men, to the rebels in Scotland, 
as could efcape the vigilance of the Britith 
men of war, in fingle merchant {hips or 
privateers, at different times. So many 
of them have been either chafed back or 
taken, that tho’ the rebels had their hopes 
long flattered, they received but little ac- 
ceflion of real ftrength from them. Both 
the crown of France and their Eaft-India 
company have fuflained prodigious lots by 
a fire that broke out the 24th of March 
at Port L’Orient on the coatt of Picardy. 
"The magazines belonging to the company 
there, were efleemed amongit the molt 
noble buildings in Kurope, of the kind ; 
being of fuch a vail extent, as to have fuf- 
ficient room for depofiting all ther mer- 
chandize and other things thcy had occa- 
fion for, with apartments for the several 
officers, and magnificent lodgings for the 
direétors, al! lated over. ‘I here the com- 

ny had not only their goods arrived 
from the Eaft Indies, but likewife thof 
that were to be fent thither, befides naval 
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ftores, ammunition, and provifions. ‘The 
court had laid up in it 52 pieces of fine 
brafs cannon, 50,000 fullls, with {words, 
bayonets, and ammunition, in propor- 
tion, new regimentals for 30,000 fol- 
diers, about 150,000 pair of thoes, a vat 
number of fhirts, flockings, hats, and 
whatfoever elle was requifite for an army, 
and for equipping and vittualling a fleet 
to traniport them. ‘The flames burit out 
of the grand magazine at three different 
places, about eleven o' clock forenoon, 
continued burning all night, and, not- 
withitanding all poflible means ufed, were 
not extinguifhed while there was any 
thing combullible left for them to prey 
wpon. It is fad, that the company did 
not fave one tenth part of all the valu- 
able goods they had on hand. Such as 
are beit acqnainted with their affairs, con- 
fider this as an almott ruining blow to 
them, efpecially as they were in fo deplo- 
sable a tlate before. Of all the 50,000 
fire-arms, in particular, we are told, not 
above 4 or 500 were faved; and the 
whole lofs is computed at upwards of 
4,000,000 of livres. "Tis confidently af- 
firmed, that this magazine was the rece. 
ptacle of all the necetiaries that had been 
providing for more than a year towards 
fitting out the grand imbarkation for the 
fervice of the pretender; and that the 
fquadrons from St Malo, Morlaix, Roche- 
fort, Rochelle, and Port Louis, had been 
expected at Port L’Orient for fome days 
betore this accident happened, in order to 
take in what they wanted. The office- 
Keepers have been taken into cuftody, and 
a very frit inquiry fet on foot, for dif.

This evening about eleven o” 
clock the rebels opened the fiege, by dif- 
charging 17 royals or {mall bombs of five 
inches and half diameter, weighing about 
16 and 18 pounds each, and loaded with 
14 ounces of powder, from a battery e- 
rected on a {mall hill called the Sugar- 
loaf, about 800 yards off; which, be- 
caufe of the diftance, did no execution, 
the greateft part of them falling thor : 
and there were returned from the garrifon 
againft the rebels, eight bomb thells of 
13 inches diameter, fix cohorns, one 12 
pounder, five 6 pounders, and two {wivels. 

On Friday the 2iit, the rebels finding 
their battery was too far off, erected a 
new one at the foot of the Cow-hill, about 
400 yards off; from which, betwixt twelve 
at night and four in the morning, they 
difcharged 84 of their royals; which did 
little damage, fave penetrating thro’ the 
roofs of feveral houfes, beating down a 
few floors, and flightly wounding two 
men of Ollir’s company, and a young man 
belonging to the garrifon: and there were 
returned againft them 20 bombs, nine co- 
horns, three 6 pounders, and two {wivels. 
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On the 22d, the rebels opened their 
battery of cannon from Sugar loaf hill, 
confitting only of three gans of 6 and 4 
pounders; but difcharged only feven times, 
and that without doing any damage. A- 
bout twelve o'clock of this day, they fent 
a Trench drum towards the fort ; who, up- 
on his approach towards the garrifon, beat 
a parley; and being ordered to come neat 
the walls, Capt. Scot, our commander, 
aiked him, what he came about? To 
which he anfwered, That Gen. Stapleton, 
who commanded the fiege, by direétions 
from the pretender’s fon, had fent him 
with a letter to the commanding officer 
of the garriion, requiring him to furrender. 
Capt. Scot aniwered, ‘That he would re- 
ceive no letters from rebels ; and that he 
was determined to defend the fort to the 
Jatt extremity. The drummer being re- 
turned to the rebels with this anfwer, a 
clofe bombarcing enfued from both fides 
for tome hours: at lail we filenced them 
by beating down their battery. About 
ten that might the rebels opened a fecond 
bomb-battery near the bottom of the faid 
Cow-hill, about 300 yards off; from 
which, and their battery upon the Sugar- 
Joat bill, they diicharged before three in 
the morning 194 of their royals, and fix 
cannon againft us; but without doing a- 
ny other damage than penetrating thro’ 
fome few rocts.

‘They mace 
the fame movement on their left; bat the 
regiments on our right, where his Royal 
Highnefs was, did not take their firelocks 
from their fhoulders. Though the rebels 
came dowa firing their piltols, and bran 
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dithing their fwords, three timés, within 
jefs than one hundred yards; yet they 
dared not to atrack us; but went off with- 
Out attempting any thing. ‘The rebels 
looked upon themfelves as quite covered 
on their right wing by the walls ofa park ; 

bat the Generals Hawley and Bland, with 
that part of our cavalry that was potted 
on our left, got through thefe walls, by 
the affittance of the Campbells, who made 
deveral openings for them, and attacked 
their right wing, and made great flaugh- 
ter; and atthe fame time the horfe from 
our right attacked their left flank, fo 
that our cavalry met in their centre. By 
this time (which was not half an hour 
from the firit firing of the cannon) they 
were quite routed, and the horfe had or- 
ders to purfue ; which they did for above 
three miles, with great execution. The 
rebel prifoners fay, they lott on the field 
and in the purfuit above 4000 men.

never pofleffed any fettled peace or tran- 
quillity. Men will always be more go- 
verned by their paflions than by their 
reafon ; and it is fo difficult to forefee and 
determine what is moft for the publick 
good, that men are apt to determine that 
to be moft for the publick good, which 
beit fuits with their private views and 
paflions. ‘This is the caufe, that where 
the people have too great a fhare of the 
government in their hands, the peace of 
the ftate muft always be difturbed with 
parties or factions; and as the vulgar, 
great as well as imall, have generally but 
very little forefignt, and are violent in 
the purfuit of every paflion, this always, 
at lait, furnifhes the leader of fome party 
or faction with means to overturn the con- 
ftitution of their government, and to u- 
furp to himfelf a fole and arbitrary power. 

I could demonitrate this theorem, Sir, 
from obfervations upon the hiftory of al- 
mott ail the commonwealths that ever had 
a being, and are now no more; but as 
the Roman hiftory is beft known, and 
moft adapted to this purpofe, I fhall con- 
fine my cbfervations to that hiftory alone. 
After the expulfion of their Kings, and 
the eftablifhment of a republican form of 
government, the people got, "tis true, im- 
mediately, a very great fhare in the go. 
vernment, by the law that introduced an 
appeal to the people, for which the chief 
promoter got the name of Publicola. By 
this, and by the election of their annual 
magiftrates, the people had, I fay, a ve~ 
ry great fhare of the government. Bat, 
for many years, it was in appearance on- 
ly s for the fenate and chief Patricians, 


éven after the Tribunes of the People wera 
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inttituted had fo much intluenceamong the 
ople, that they preferved in their own 
hands the whole of the adminittration, by 
getting the people to chufe fuch magi- 
i they directed, and to make fuch 
cecrees upon appeals as they thought pro- 
per and jalt. Bat the people, ipirited up 
by popular leaders, were every day aim- 
ing at ge iting more and more power into 
their hands; and by the fame means the 
mfluence of the fenate and chief Patrict- 
ans grew a day lefs and lefs. The 
heft conqueft the people made upon the 
fenate, was that oaiming the elta- 
b ithment of Tribanes with moft extraor- 
dinary Le wers ; and the next they made 
was, the obtaining a law for the allow.

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ments ; which makes it eafy for a favourite 
to obtain fo much power from them, or 
fuch a long pofleiiion of power, as enables 
him to ttrip them of all manner of power 
whatfoever: therefore, in every free ttate, 
it is ablolutely neccflary for the preferva- 
tion of its freedom, to have a fenate, or 
aflembly of Nobles or chief magiitrates, 
veited with a power to give a check to 
the extravagancies of the people. 

This, as J have faid, Sir, we may Jearn 
from the hiflory of every commonwealth 
that ever was brought under the fole and 
arbitrary power of one man ; and, in pare 
ticular, we may learn it from a late in- 
{tance in our own hiliory. As the con- 
Ritution of our government is, I believe, 
the moit perfeét, and the bett contrived 
for duration, of any that was ever invent- 
ed, the people are, by means of this af- 
fembly, provided with a fuflicient power 
to prevent their being oppretied, esther by 
our Nobles, ar by thofe employed by the 
King in the executive part of our govern- 
ment; and if the people fhould, by means 
of this aflembly, become at any time ex- 
travagant, either in their pu: fuit of power, 
or in beftowing favours, either upon a po- 
pular King, or popular fubject, the other 
houfe has, by our conilituuon, a power to 
give a check to our proceedings. While 
our conititution remains entire, and each 
branch of the legiflature preferves the 
check it has upon the other two, the free- 
dom of our government muft remain fe- 
cure ; and as often as this check 1s remo- 
ved, or any way clogged in its operation, 
our liberties begin to be in danger. 

Of this, Sir, we had a notable inflance 
about a hundred yearsago. The people 
being rendered generally difcontented by 
the ii] management of the court, and 
drove into enthufiaim by the pride and 
arrogance of fome of the leading clergy, 
this houfe began to incroach upon both 
the other branches of our legiflature; and 
having the populace on their fide, by 
means of mobs and riotous aflemblies, 
they made it impoiiibic for the other 
houle to exert that check which by our 
conititution they ovght to have upon this. 
What was the confequence ? ‘Ibe people, 
by means of their reprefentatives in this 


afiembly, having got the whole a

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the government into their hands, they 
murdered their King, overturned the con- 
flitution of their country, and were at Iaft

governed by any popular madne(s 
zy: and as they have always f°) 
been wifely cire€ted, think it is 


themfelves fubjeéted to the fole and arbi- 
trary power of the General they had rat- 
fed and appointed to command theirarmy. 

Is not this, Sir, a recent proof from our 

own hiltory, that it as of the moft danger- 
cus confeguence to a free Rate, to lodge 
a great power, without any controul, in 
the people, Or in any popular affembly ? 
And when we confider this, fhall we go 
about to repeal a law which is fo neceffa- 
ry for putting a proper reftraint upon the 
proceedings of that popular aflembly cal- 
led the common council of the city of London? 
Whether the Lord Mayor and Aldermen 
have always had a negative voice in the 
common council, is what I fhall not po- 
iitively cetermine; but to me it feems 
high!y probable that they bave, becaufe 
it 19 $0 analogous to our national conftitu- 
tion; and i ts seafonable, I think, to 
fuppote, that the government of our capi- 
tal city was, by its firft eftablithment, 
made as fimilar as poffible to the govern- 
ment of the nation. If we fuppofe this, 
we mult of courfe fuppofe, that the court 
of Alcermen in the city fland in place of 
the houle of Lords in our national efta- 
blfhment; and, confequently, we mutt 
fuppote, that they have always had a ne- 
fative upon the proceedings of the Com- 
mors. 

Befides, Sir, it is highly reafonable it 
fhould be fo. ‘The common council of 
the city of London is a popular, and a 
very numerous ailembly.

‘ercile of it has occafioned jealoufies and 
“Contents among the citizens, obftroét- 
* proceedings of common councils, 
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and deftroyed the peace and good order 
of the city. But this, Sir, is the way of 
thinking only among the petitioners and 
their friends: for, in my way of thinking, 
and in the way of thinking of mott of the 
citizens I have converted with, the peace, 
order, and good government of the city 
would have been feveral times lately de- 
Rtroyed, had it not been for this negative, 
which was given to the Lord Mayor and 
Aldermen by the a& now propofed to be 
repealed. If any jealoufies or difcontents 
have of late years arifen in thecity, they 
were not occafioned, but put a top to by 
the exercife of this power. In all cities 
there are innovators and ambitious pro- 
jectors, who are every cay contriving 
ichemes for the advancement of their 
power or popularity. In the city of Lon- 
don fome fuch are daily making their ap- 
pearance ; and if fome of their ichemes 
have been nipped in the bud by the exer- 
cife of this negative, it may have occa- 
fioned jealoufies and difcontents among 
them and their friends: but if their 
{chemes had been allowed to bloflom, and 
much more, if they had ripened into the 
fruit expected from them, they would, I 
am fure, have occafioned much greater 
jealoufies and difcontents among the citi- 
zens, and might have {pread jealoufies and 
difcontents over the whole nation. 

I fhall grant, Sir, that the exercife of 
this negative may have obftruéted the pro- 
ceedings of common councils. It was de- 
figned for that very end: it was defigned 
as accheck upon the proceedings of the 
common council ; and I have fhewn, that 
it is neceflary to have fuch a check upon 
the proceedings of every popular affem- 
bly that is intrufted with any very exten- 
five power. But I will aver, that the 
proceedings of the common Council were 
never obiiructed by the exercife of this 
negative, except when they deferved to 
be obfiruéted ; and, in any other cafe, I 
am perfuaded they never will. ‘Tho’ the 
Aldermen have been now for very near 
twenty years inveited with this power by 
an exprefs act of parliament ; yet, fo far 
as I can recolleét, they have never exer- 
cifed it above three or four times; and at 
every one of thefe times, the proceedings 
of the common council were fuch, that sf
